New  Activities  Center  OK'd 


An  oft-speculated  new  basketball 
arena  on  the  BYU  campus  became 
reality  today  when  President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson  announced  construction  of  a 
new  multi-purpose  auditorium. 

The  new  building,  designated  the 
Activities  Center,  should  be  ready  to 
open  its  doors  to  the  public  in  the  Fall 
of  1971  and  will  sit  on  a site  directly 
North  of  the  Smoot  Administration 
building  between  Phillips  lane  and 
Wyview  Village.  The  west  end  of  the 
building  will  border  500  East. 

Though  the  building  is  primarily  a 
basketball  arena,  it  is  being  designated 
to  hold  devotionals,  assemblies, 
forums,  lyceums,  convocations, 
religious  assemblies,  public  assemblies, 
public  gatherings  and  other  activities. 

Design  will  feature  both  bleacher  and 
chair  seats,  with  approximately  60 
percent  of  the  seats  below  ground  level 
and  40  percent  above. 

Seating  capacity  for  the  new 
structure  remains  a question  mark,  as 
the  final  decision  is  still  pending. 

The  only  comment  hinting  to  the 
number  of  seats  for  the  new  complex 
was  delivered  by  President  Wilkinson. 
“For  the  first  time  in  years,”  said 


President  Wilkinson,  “devotional 
messages,  commencement  exercises 
and  all  the  other  major  campus  events 
will  be  held  under  one  roof  for  all 
students.” 

The  basketball  playing  floor,  which 
can  be  converted  in  to  a stage  for  the 
other  events,  will  run  east  and  west  and 
lie  about  35  feet  below  the  surface. 

Other  facilities  within  the  Center  will 
include  an  orchestra  pit,  television  and 
press  facilities,  ticket  offices,  dressing

President  Wilkinson  emphasized  that 
no  costs  of  the  building  will  come  from 
tithes  or  other  funds  of  the  Chinch.  It 
will  be  mainly  financed  through  gate 
receipts,  student  building  fees  and 
public  contributions. 

The  Center,  within  easy  walking 
distance  of  the  campus  facilities,  will 
also  feature  approximately  5,000 
parking  spaces  within  1,500  feet  from 
the  Center  and  nearly  9,000  spaces  in 
all. 

Coach  Stan  Watts  related  his  pleasure 
with  the  new  facility  when  he  said,  “It 
will  mean  a better  opportunity  for 
students  and  fans  to  see  the  fellows 
play,  and  it  will  give  us  another  good 
tool  for  recruiting.”

An  estimated  21,000  students  will 
flash  21,000  activity  cards  and 
registration  permits  at  the  fieldhouse 
this  week  as  they  enter  for  the 
semi-annual  ordeal  of  registration. 

Thursday  freshmen  and  transfer 
students  will  be  the  first  to  face  the 
class  card  lines,  with  returning  students 
registering  Friday  and  Saturday. 

Fall  of  ’68  may  be  one  of  the  last 
times  registration  is  considered  an 
ordeal,  as  tentative  plans  have  been 
made  to  employ  a computet  system  in 
the  spring  of  1970,  Registrar  Bill 
Sampson  announced  recently. 

Besides  reserving  their  classes,  those 
entering  the  fieldhouse  will  be 
expected  to  meet  with  their  faculty 
advisers,  pay  tuition  and  fees,  register 
their  automobiles,  purchase  parking 
permits,  and  buy  health  and  accident 
insurance  if  they  so  desire. 

LAB  FEE 

This  fall  a $10  general  laboratory 
and  facilities  fee  has  been  added  to  the 
$ 2 1 5 per  semester  members  of  the 
LDS  Church  are  charged  to  attend 
BYU  and  to  the  $350  non-members 
pay. 

' The  $10,  according  to  Dean  J.  Elliot 
Cameron,  is  not  charged  to  those 
students  taking  labs  alone,  because  it 
“applies  to  the  maintenance  and 
upkeep  of  general  facilities”  as  well. 

As  they  collect  their  cards  in  the 
scholarship  line,  scholarship  holders 
will  be  able  to  tell  whether  or  not  the 
fee  has  been  for  them. 

IBM  equipment  has  been  employed 
at  registration  since  1955,  when  IBM 
class  cards  were  first  used  to  put 
information  on  computer  tape. 

Admission  to  the  fieldhouse  will  be 
on  an  alphabetical  basis,  with 
registrants  required  to  show  their  class 
activity  cards  or  registration  permits 
before  entering. 

Students  who  have  misplaced  their 
activity  cards  or  permits  should  go  to 
the  entrance  of  the  fieldhouse  at  the 
time  they  would  normally  register  and 
check  with  the  official  stationed  at  the 
entrance.

Why  The  Y ? ^

A friend  who  is  entering  BYU  as  a freshman  approached  me  during 
freshman  orientation  and  we  exchanged  greetings  warmly.  I told  him  I 
was  glad  he  chose  BYU  and  then  asked  him  why  he  did. 

He  paused  and  thought  a moment,  and  then  he  said,  “I  guess  it’s 
because  of  the  good  environment  to  study  in  - and  partly  because  Mom 
and  Dad  wanted  me  to  come  here.” 

“BYU  also  has  a good  engineering  school,”  he  added,  “And  that’s 
important  because  I want  to  be  an  electrical  engineer.” 

By  this  time  several  people  had  gathered  around  and  entered  the 
conversation.  “I  came  to  BYU  because  of  the  Church  influence,”  said 
one.  “I  came  because  1 want  to  teach  school.”  responded  a frosh  coed. 
“I’m  on  a football  scholarship,”  added  a guy  with  a brawny  physique. 
And  then  an  extroverted  coed  remarked,  “I  just  want  to  find  a 
husband.” 

Later  that  evening  when  1 was  alone  - 1 thought  about  the  reasons 
people  chose  BYU  over  other  academic  institutions.  I remembered  my 
reason  - upon  returning  from  a mission  two  years  ago  my  twin  brothers 
encouraged  me  to  come  to  the  “Y”  where  they  were  going  to  school.  1 
grew  fond  of  the  place  while  attending  the  Language  Training  Mission 
and  decided  to  have  my  records  transferred  from  another  four-year 
university. 

That’s  how  it  happened.  Some  reason,  huh? 

In  contrast  to  these  reasons,  I remember  last  week  at  leadership 
conference  in  Aspen  Grove  where  Dean  Lorin  Wheelwright  of  the 
College  of  Fine  Arts  and  Communications  commented  on  the  goals  of 
BYU  students  as  set  down  by  President  David  0.  McKay  (Catalog  of 
Courses,  p.  49) 

The  goals  are : 

1. “Become  aware  of  one’s  own  ignorance  and  gain  humility  in 
contemplating  how  infinite  God’s  creeations  are. 

2.  “Increase  one’s  knowledge,  selecting  those  facts  and  truths  which 
will  be  most  valuable  and  realizing  that  exact  and  definite  knowledge  is 
always  of  the  greatest  possible  value  and  imporWnce  to  every  individual 
who  has  the  moral  courage  to  use  it  rightly. 

3.  “Learn  that  acquisition  of  knowledge  will  result  only  from 
personal  effort,  not  from  superficial  study  or  shirking. 

4. “Reali2e  the  responsibility  one  has,  because  of  free  agency,  of 
individual  choice.  The  opportunity  for  rising  above  the  plane  of  animal 
existence  is  open  to  all  who  will  choose  it. 

5.  “Come  to  a knowledge  that  the  purpose  of  life  is  not  mere 
existence  or  pleasure  or  fame  or  wealth,  but  the  perfection  of  humanity 
through  individual  achievement  under  the  guidance  of  God^ 
inspiration.” 

On  another  occasion  Pres.  McKay  remarked:  “Character  is  the  aim 
of  true  education;  and  science,  history  and  literature  are  but  means 
used  to  accomplish  this  desired  end. ...It  seeks  to  make  men  and  women 
who  prize  truth,  justice,  wisdom,  benevolence  and  self-control  as  the 
choicest  acquisitions  of  a successful  life.” 

What  a difference,  I thought,  between  the  goals  which  the  incoming 
freshmen  - and  I as  a transfer  student  - had  in  comparison  with  the 
goals  outlined  by  the  president  of  the  Latter-Day  Saint  Church. 

Or  is  there  such  a difference? 

Somehow  there  appeared  to  be  a growing  similarity  between  the 
students’  reasons  for  choosing  BYU  and  the  goals  set  down  by  Pres. 
McKay. 

The  students  were  aware  of  a faith  in  God;  they  expressed  their 
desire  to  increase  their  knowledge  through  personal  effort  and  they 
exercised  free  agency. 

Only  the  fifth  goal  of  the  Prophet  seemed  to  be  missing  from  the 
student’s  comments.  This  one  is  the  most  important  of  all,  I thought  as 
I looked  at  it  again.  To  realize  that  the  purpose  of  life  is  the  perfection 
of  man  through  inspiration  and  individud  achievement. 

Can  a person  reach  that  goal  in  four  years?  Perhaps  not  reach  it,  I 
said  to  myself,  but  at  least  become  aware  of  it.  That’s  a start. 

I began  to  get  excited  about  the  possibilities  of  this  matter.  Where 
else  but  at  Brigham  Young  University  can  one  find  such  goals,  I 
wondered?  Certainly  it  opens  a new  horizon  to  education. 

Why  do  students  choose  BYU? 

To  prepare  for  a life’s  profession.. .that’s  part  of  it  - but  there  is 
something  more  lasting,  and  at  that  moment  I began  to  think  about  the 
eternities.

"If  we  let  the  size  and  complexity  of  B 
delude  us  into  thinking  of  our  students  in  i 
aggregate,  and  treating  them  in  ways  which  S'- 
thinking  always  justifies,  we  are  unworthy  of 
reasons  for  founding  and  maintaining  this  scho(. 


He  said  he  hoped  BYU  will  continue  to 
known  as  "the  university  where  students  are  i| 
taught  love  of  country,  love  of  Church,  love 
home,  love  of  neighbor,  love  and  gratitude  for 
and  to  our  Eternal  Father."

Provo  Posts  Parking  Ordinan^ 


Shortly  after  school  let  out  for  the  summer  the 
City  of  Provo  began  enforcement  of  an  ordinance 
which  banned  overnight  parking  on  city  streets. 
Students  were  cautioned  at  that  time  to  make 
certain  that  all  contracts  for  fall  housing  included  a 
provision  for  parking  which  would  comply  with  the 
ordinance. 

During  the  summer  there  was  considerable 
discussion  of  the  ordinance  and  considerable 
opposition  was  raised  among  the  residents  of  Provo. 
After  two  months  of  enforcing  the  ordinance  the 
city  council  held  a meeting  on  the  subject  and 
entertained  alternate  solutions  to  parking  problems 
in  the  city. 

As  a result  of  this  meeting  it  was  decided  that 
areas  which  were  consistently  problematical  should 
be  posted  and  city-wide  enforcement  of  the  parking 
ban  be  abandoned.  This  move  will  eliminate  a lot  of

them  at  a minimum. 

In  order  to  help  with  these  problems  students i 
asked  to  avoid  parking  in  front  of  driveways 
crosswalks— especially  in  the  areas  surrounc. 
campus.  Wherever  possible  cars  should  be  parked  i 
the  street— both  to  reduce  vandalism  and  facillij 
such  operations  as  street  cleaning  and  snow  remoi

Fortas  Nomination 
Gears  1st  Hurdie 


United  Press  International-By  an 
11-6  vote,  the  Senate  Judiciary 
Committee  approved  Tuesday 
President  Johnson’s  hotly  contested 
nomination  of  Abe  Fortas  to  be  chief 
justice  of  the  United  States. 

Senate  debate  on  the  nomination  is 
expected  to  start  the  first  of  next 
week,  with  opponents  vowing  to  wage 
a filibuster  if  necessary  to  block 
confirmation. 

Leaders  of  both  parties  have 
expressed  doubt  that  a filibuster  can  be 
broken.  A two-thirds  majority  of 
senators  voting  is  required  to  invoke 
the  Senate’s  debate-limiting  cloture 
rule. 

NO  SURPRISE 

The  committee  vote,  after  precedent 
setting  hearings  at  which  Fortas  was 
the  first  nominee  for  chief  justice  ever 
questioned  by  a congressional 
committee,  turned  out  as  expected.

Alaska  Ranks  10th 
In  Oil  Production 

Alaska,  whose  first  commer- 
cial oil  field  was  discovered  in 
1957,  has  already  moved  up  to 
10th  place  among  the  nation’s 
32  petroleum-producing  states. 

Alaskan  oil  production  in 
1967  doubled  the  output  of 
1966.  Most  recent  Bureau  of 
Mines  figures  show  Alaska  had 
94  wells,  producing  a daily 
average  of  155,000  barrels  of 
oil. 

The  Bureau  predicted  that 
by  the  end  of  this  year  more 
than  200,000  barrels  of  oil  a 
day  will  be  moving  south  by 
tanker  to  West  Coast  refineries. 

Oil  company  investments  in 
Alaska  in  recent  years  are  esti- 
mated at  $1.2  billion,  not  in- 
cluding marketing  facilities. 
So  far,  the  companies  are  re- 
ported to  have  recovered  less 
than  one-fourth  of  the  amount 
spent.

Offered  In  Guatemala 


Would  you  like  to  help  build  a 
medical  clinic,  a school,  or  work  on  a 
small  farm  with  Guatemalan  Indians 
and,  at  the  same  time,  receive  academic 
credit  for  classes? 

A BYU  work-study  program  with  the 
Guatemalan  Indians  has  been  approved 
for  July  21  to  August  29,  1969. 

The  summer  program  wiU  be  led  by 
Dr.  Wesley  Wf  craig,  Jr.,  Coordinator 
for  Latin  American  Studies,  and  Dr. 
Robert  Layton,  chairman  of  the 
Geography  Department. 

Additional  personnel  will  include 
Abran  Juracan,  a native  of  the  Indian 
village  of  Tecpan  in  Guatemala,  who 
will  provide  instruction  in  the 
Cakchiquel  and  Quiche  dialects. 

Dr.  Craig  is  a sociologist  with  seven 
years  experience  in  Latin  America 
including  two  in  Guatemala.  Dr. 
Layton  has  recently  served  as  a 
consultant  to  the  Guatemalan  National 
Institute  of  Geography. 

Students  may  receive  academic 
credit  for  classes  in  rural  social  change, 
local  regional  geography  and  local 


Indian  language  study  (Cakchiquel  and 
Quiche  Indian  dialects). 

Special  seminars  and  lectures  will  be 
provided  by  guest  Guatemalan  experts 
in  such  problem  areas  as:  rural 
education  literacy,  health  programs, 
agricultural  extension  work,  rural 
religious  development  programs,  rural 
community  development  and  volunteer 
programs  (Peace  Corps,  Papal 
Volunteers). 

Specific  work -projects  will  place  the 
student  in  close  working  contact  with 
local  Incians  in  the  construction  of 
medical  facilities,  schools  and  also  to 
help  in  farm  work  and  improvement  of 
facilities. 

Weekends  will  be  utilized  to  visit 
coastal  banana  plantations,  coffee 
fincas  in  the  highlands,  climb  Agua 
Volcano,  visit  the  earthquake-shattered 
colonial  capital  of  Antiguaand,  and 
Guatemala  City. 

This  five-week  work-study  program 
wiU  also  include  twelve  days  of  travel 
through  different  areas  of  Mexico.

WHAT  DO 
I DO  WRONG? 

Eyen  with  all  the  modem 
technological  improvements, 
there  are  a list  of  thingi 
many  photo  fane  can  do  in* 
correctly:  Most  common  mis- 
take with  35mm  cameras  to- 
day is:  First  improperly 
loading  the  camera.  Many 
cameras  will  wind  and  snap 
without  having  the  film  en- 
gaged on  the  sprockets.  This 
results  in  a quick  rewind  be- 
cause the  film  never  passed 
through  the  camera.  Thus  no 
pictures  and  the  price  of  the 
film  and  in  most  places  the 
processing  is  lost.  ALLEN’S 
PHOTO  DO  NOT  CHARGE 
FOR.  FILM.  WHICH.  IS 
BLANK,  EVEN  35mm.  Some 
fail  to  rewind  the  film— this 
is  not  so  common. 

Second  most  common  error 
with  the  newer  35mm  cam- 
eras is  to  fall  to  set  the 
camera  properly  for  flash. 
Most  of  the  cameras  today 
have  automatic  electric  eyes. 
These  DO  NOT  WORK  for 
flashbulbs.  It  is  necessary  to 
properly  set  the  camera  for 
flash  pictures.  If  you  don’t 
know  how,  please  inquire. 
Since  we  get  stuck  for  the 
developing  if  your  pictures 
are  not  good,  we  really  want 
to  see  that  you  don’t  spoil 
any 

One  of  the  problems  with 
color  photography  these  days 
is  the  poor  quality  of  the  lens 
and  the  very  slow  shutters  in 
the  older  box  camera’s.  Many 
ask  us  how  come  the  newer 
instamatic  cameras  by  Kodak 
are  better  than  the  old  family 
box  cameras.  Well,  the  insta- 
matic was  designed  \^th 
color  film  in  mind.  Negatives 
are  smaller,  shutters  and 
lenses  are  much  better.  They 
reaUy  are  worth  the  money. 

More  mistakes  will  be  (Us- 
cussed  in  a later  column.

Even  though  BYU’s  practice  sessions 
have  been  practically  void  of  heavy 
contact,  the  number  of  injuries  has 
been  mounting.  The  midThe  middle 
guard  and  defensive  secondary  are  the 
hardest  hit. 

To  compensate  for  the  losses,  the 
Cougar  staff  moved  four  players  to 
new  positions.  Junior  quarterback 
Terry  Sanford  was  shifted  to  defensive 
safety,  and  tailback  Ken  Call  joined  the 
defensive  halfbacks. 

To  bolster  the  middle  guard  position, 
which  was  practically  wiped  out,  the 
Cougars  moved  linebacker  Sam  Hanna 
and  defensive  end  Dave  Dumas  to  the 
beleaguered  spot. 

The  changes  will  mean  that  the 
Cougars  will  dilute  some  of  their 
strength  in  the  offensive  backfield.  Call 
was  third  in  rushing  last  fall  as  a junior, 
and  also  ranked  high  in  pass  receiving, 
punt  and  kick-off  returns.Sanford  was 
ranked  as  the  Cougars’  number  two 
quarterback,  having  rushed  and  passed 
for  707  yards  as  a sophomore  last  year. 
Sanford  will  be  trying  the  defensive 
assignment  for  the  first  time,  while 
Ken  played  defense  in  high  school. 

Hanna,  prior  to  the  switch,  was 
ranked  as  a second  unit  linebacker.  A 
junior,  he  got  a good  taste  of  the 
action  last  season. 

Dumas,  a 225-pound  sophomore 
from  Flagstaff,  Ariz.,  will  be  making 
the  switch  to  middle  guard  from  the 
defensive  end.

There’s  no  place  in  the  glossary  of 
college  football  terminology  for  the 
expression  “sudden  death”.  However, 
an  exception  might  be  found  in  the 
game’s  defensive  secondary  where  one 
critical  error  can  mean  the  same  thing. 

Perhaps  that  is  one  reason  BYU’s 
practice  sessions  have  included  some 
timely  emphasis  on  this  phase  of  the 
game.  With  the  season  opener  against 
Western  Michigan  Saturday  the 
Cougars  don’t  want  to  be  caught 
flat-footed  by  the  Bronco  offense. 

“We  haven’t  the  speed  we  would  like 
to  have,”  notes  defensive  backfield 
coach  Dick  Felt.  “But  we  might  have  a 
little  more  than  we  had  last  season.” 

Felt,  who  saw  seven  seasons  as  a 
defensive  back  in  the  AFL  before 
joining  the  Cougar  staff  last  season,  has 
been  working  with  five  lettermen  from 
last  year.  Trouble  is,  two  of  these  are 
players  who  a week  ago  were  shifted  • 
from  the  offensive  unit  to  the  defense. 

Quarterback  Terry  Sanford  is  getting 
some  work  at  the  safety  position,  and 
tailback  Ken  Call  is  being  given  some 
playing  time  at  defensive  halfback.  It  is 
very  possible  that  these  two  will  see 
action  on  both  units. 

HALFBACKS  STRONG 

At  this  writing  it  would  appear  that 
the  two  halfback  positions  are  well 
manned.  Paul  Sutorius,  a junior  at 
defensive  left  halfback,  could  be  one  of 
the  best  in  the  league  this  year. 
Sutorius  has  been  moved  from  the 
right  to  lefthalf  position,  and  Felt 
regards  him  as  good  as  the  Y’s  all-WAC 
back  of  last  year,  Bobby  Roberts. 

Working  at  the  other  halfback  spot 
wiU  be  Hank  Mercado,  a senior  who 
has  been  dogged  with  injuries  at 
various  times  within  the  last  two  or 
three  years.  Mercado,  like  Sutorius, 
was  a quarterback  in  high  school,  but 
was  switched  to  the  defensive  unit  in 
college. 

Ken  Call  will  be  behind  Mercado, 
while  transfer  Ron  Line  from  Citrus 
J.C.  will  play  behind  Sutorius.

This  group  of  sophomores,  most  of 
whom  will  be  relatively  new  to 


followers  of  the  BYU  varsity,  is  headed 
by  some  of  the  offensive  stars  that 
rolled  up  152  points  in  four  games. 

Perhaps  the  best  known  of  the 
sophomore  poup  is  quarterback  Rick 
Jones,  the  6-1,  190-pounder  from 
Idaho  Falls,  Ida.  It  was  Jones  who 
engineered  two  of  the  frosh  victories 
before  he  was  sidelined  in  the  first 
quarter  of  the  Air  Force  game.  He  was 
out  for  the  rest  of  the  season,  and  the 
Cougars  went  down  to  a 6-13  defeat  at 
Colorado  Springs.

Lab  Excavation  Continues 


Excavation  has  been  started  for  an 
underground  physics  laboratory  at 
Brigham  Young  University  to  be  used 
primarily  for  graduate  research. 

The  building  will  be  located 
immediately  north  of  and  connecting 
with  the  Carl  F.  Eyring  Physical 
Science  Center  and  will  be  covered  by 
approximately  four  feet  of  dirt  fill  for 
shielding  and  lawn. 

PRECAUTIONS 

Because  excavation  must  be  made 
close  to  the  Science  Center  and  near  a 
row  of  oak  trees,  special  precautions 
are  being  taken  to  insure  the  safety  of 
both  the  building  and  the  trees.  Pilings 
will  be  driven  to  prevent  dirt  from 
collapsing  on  either  side. 

The  new  building,  which  will  be 
entered  by  stairs  from  the  ground  floor 
of  the  Science  Center,  will  be 
approximately  177  feet  long  and  60 
feet  wide.  It  will  contain  265,404 


cubic  feet  and  consist  of  one  large 
room  with  a height  of  17  feet.  Part  of 
the  room  will  be  divided  into  two 
stories. 

TWO  PARTS  VISIBLE 

When  the  building  is  completed,  only 
two  parts  will  be  visible  above  ground. 
A 21-foot-square  service  and 
ventilation  area  and  an  8xl6-foot 
stairway  will  protrude.  They  will  be 
built  of  golden  buff  brick  to  match 
other  campus  buildings.  The  remaining 
underground  structure  will  be  built  of 
concrete. 

Architects  are  Ashworth  Architects 
of  Provo.  Contractor  is  the  Paulson 
Construction  Company  of  Salt  Lake 
City.  The  anticipated  completion  date 
of  Sept,  1968  has  been  postponed. 

Commenting  on  the  purpose  of  the 
building,  Dr.  John  H.  Gardner, 
chairman  of  the  Physics  Department, 
said,  “We  are  proposing  to  use  the 


underground  laboratory  predominant! 
for  graduate  research.  This  researc 
would  include  work  in  solid  stai 
physics,  magnetic  resonance,  x-ra 
scattering,  and  nuclear  physics.”
